Professor Bemis is also editor-in- 
chief of "The American Secretaries 
of State and their Diplomacy.” Two 
of the studies in this work, those 
dealing with John Jay and Thomas 
Jefferson, are from the pen of Pro- 
fessor Bemis. while Professor 
Charles. E. Hill, of the Department 
of Political Science. Is preparing the 
volume dealing with James Madison. 
This series, which will be an Impor- 


tant contribution to the literature of 
American Diplomatic History, Is to 
have the service as collaborators of 
about a score of prominent histor- 
ians and men of public affairs. 

Professor Bemis has also made 
contributions lately to the Scientific 
Monthly, the Yale Review and the 
New York Times Current History 
Magazine. 

Professor Henry Grattan Doyle, of 
the Department of Romance Lan- 
guages, Is the author of a number of 
recent articles, as follows: "The Don 
Carlos Theme," In Modern Language 
Notes for December.

He Is at the present 
time paBtor of the Congress Heights 
Baptist Church. 

He first was connected with the 
University as projector to the chair 
of anatomy, and later assistant dem- 
onstrator of anatomy, .1898-1908. He

to an official ring design. When the balloting was held a ring, 
made up by the firm holding the jewelry contract for the past 
two years, was exhibited as being one of the official designs rec- 
commended by the faculty Insigna Committee, and this was select- 
ed, by student vote, the official design for all George Washington 
University students having sixty or more semester hours credit. 
The design, however, was all that was accepted, and the jeweler 
from whom the student was to buy his ring was left to the 
discretion of the student. 

' The senior class of 1926, on the other hand, held a meeting of 
the presidents of the classes of the various colleges and gave a con- 
tract' to another jeweler for the rings of that class. This second 
jeweler made up a George Washington class ring of the same 
official design as the first jeweler had used and now has them 
on sale. Members of the senior class of 1926 should uphold the 
action of their class officers and buy their rings from the jeweler 
with whom the class has a contract. Other students, that is all 
having a total of sixty hours credit, may now purchase a ring of 
the official design from either of the two jewelers, or from any firm 
who places on sale a ring of the official design. There is no official 
ring, meaning that no one jeweler has a monopoly on class rings 
in years to come. There is an official design, and either of the 
two rings now on sale comply with it. Seniors should feel it

Lose to Visiting Trio by 2 to 1 
Decision in Close 
Debate 


Describes Man's Constant War 
Against Them to Save 
His Crops 

BILLIONS LOSS CAUSED 


TO TAKE NEW YORK TRIP 


Ithaca and Hunter to be Met by In- 
vading Girl Team from 
George Washington 


Says Insects Better Adapted to Aris- 
ing Conditions and will Outlive 
Human Species 


St. Patrick failed to bring good 
luck to the girl forensic stars of } 
George Washington (University on 
tjie night of March 17, when, after 
a heated discussion of the pending 
Child Labor Amendment, they bowed 
before the girls’ debating team from 
Bates College by a two to one de- 
cision. The debate took place ip 
Stockton Hall and the G. W. team, 
whichlwas composed of Ruth New- 
born, /Helen Miller, and Vivian Simp- 
son, Upheld the affirmative. 

The Hatchetwomen presented a 
strong front in their contention that 
the child labor probleih was a na- 
tional one which could n6t Btop with- 
in the boundA of separate States; that 
all other national problems of the 
past have been handled nationally, 
and that political parties, the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and other 
prominent organisations have en- 
dorsed a national policy^ Their pre- 
pared argument far excelled their 
refutation. 

Evelyn Butler, Ada Mandelstam, 
and Elsie Green constituted the trio 
from Maine. They spoke with a dls- 
tlcnt New England accent, and based 
their argument entirely upon state I 
rights. They admitted that child 
labor was an evil but contended that 
It was a state problem in which ex- 
isting conditions are not bad enough 
to warrant Federal control. Further 
they maintained that Federal control 
would not only prove impractical, 
but would also lead to over-centrali- 
zation of power. 

Favor Public Opinion.

Dr. L. A. Howard, chief of the 
Bureau ]bf Entymology, and past 
president of the American Associa- 
tion fop/ihe Advancement of Science,/^ 
delivered ail informal talk on “The 
War Between Men and Insects,” 
Thursday, March 18, at 8 p. m. in 
CorcOpan Hall. / 

Dr. Howard feels quite certain 
that long after the human species 
has perished, the "damn insects” 
may survive* We are not even the 
best species that exists now, he 
said, for many of our present in- 
sects have lived and survived for a 
much longer period. These insects 
are better adhpted' to all arising 
conditions. Our greatest rivals are 
known to be smaller in size — par- 
ticularly the minute bacteria, which 
we cannot do away with. 

“We have labored for years try- 
ing to overcome the cotton boll 
weevil, an insect which destroys our 
cotton orops. We are able to poison 
these pests, but the result will be a 
rise in the price of cotton. We must 
also fight for the control of the mos- 
quitoes which carry malaria. Per- 
haps now you can begin to realize 
the great fight that is taking place 
between men and Insects. We figure 
that from one-twentieth to one- 
tenth of our crops are eaten yearly 
by insects, a loss to us of over two 
billionli of dollars annually. 

Urges Insect Study

I)r. Howard did a great deal 
towards seeing that crops lyafe fumL 
gated in foreign countries in order 
to prevent diseased plants from eh- 
tering our country. In 1910 he went 
to France to plead that ho disease 
be allowed to be transmitted to the 
United States through plants in- 
fested with injurious insects. 

The lecture was held under the 
auspices of the George Washington 
University Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Research.

However, 
to offset this "advantage” Pennsyl- 
vania haB been on the rise continu- 
ally, while George Washington has 
been plugging right along in the 
same neighborhood. 

Ah stated before, the match with 
the University of Pennsylvania de- 
cides the championship of the Middle 
States League. After this match 
there will be two shoulder-to-sboul- 
der matches to determine the inter- 
collegiate championship. 

To Hold Meet Here. 

The first of these will probably be 
held in Washington, with George 
Washington as host, for the benefit 
of the Middle and Southern States, 
and the other in New York City, with 
Columbia University as host,, for the 
Northern and New England sections. 

The winuers of these two matches 
will meet in another shoulder-to- 
shoulder match, at a place yet to 
be determined, to run off the final 
strings that determine the Intercol- 
legiate championship.
